Education in Alberta 

. Andrew Stewart, the new president of the Un¬ 
iversity of Alta., says that out of 20,000 students ^vho. 
start school in this province each year, only 11,000 
continue up to Grade 9 and only 1,000 pass matricu¬ 
lation (Grade 12). Not all of the 1,000 go on to-uni¬ 
versity. 

That means that only one out of 20 school stu¬ 
dents have the opportunity tq go to university and 
probably one out of 25 take advantage thereof. 

The provincial university is an expensive institu¬ 
tion to maintain. It is also a vei-y important institu¬ 
tion. The question arises, however, if sufficient money 
is being spent and sufficient effort made to increase 
and improve the education of those who do not, or 
cannot, go to university. After all this large group 
will compose the future generation. 

This province needs university-trained men and 
women. It also needs a well-educated and well-trained 
population of non-university people. We should not 
concentrate too strongly on the former group (o the 
disadvantage of the latter.-—Brooks Bulletin.

Alberta’s oil boom is now pretty well established. 
Every Canadian is proudly aware of the fact that his 
country now possesses within its own borders an ef¬ 
ficient and progressive oil industry, possibly one of 
the world’s greatest. 

But how are things going in the natural gas busi¬ 
ness which is part and parcel of oil? The general im¬ 
pression one gets from recent developments in this 
field is not so good. In fact, something like a law of 
diminishing returns seems to blight Alberta’s gas fut¬ 
ure. 

On the potential production side, the trend as shown 
by Dominion surveys undertaken by Dr. G. S. Hume 
has been consistently towards ever increasing proven 
reserves. Dr. Hume, who is Director of Technical Ser¬ 
vices in the Department of Mines and Technical Sur¬ 
veys at Ottawa, shows in his third survey, recently 
announced, Alberta gas supplies available at more 
than seven trillion cubic feet, while his previous fig¬ 
ures had been 3.3 and 4.6 trillion c.f. 

Even these naturally conservative government es¬ 
timates would be encouraging were it not for the act¬ 
ion — or lack of it — that has been taken in connect¬ 
ion with marketing. A handful of Albertans who want 
to hoard gas so they will still have enough for them¬ 
selves a hundred years after the rest of the world has 
turned to atomic power, have been clamoring for a 
no-gas-export policy. At Ottawa a small group of pol¬ 
iticians gaily undertook a filibuster on the highly 
technical subjett of pipeline routes, resulting only in 
stalling of any commercial development. Meanwhile 
the provincial government of Alberta has now dallied 
with the question of export permits so long that most 
applications for export are heavily covered with dust; 
so much so, that Texas gas interests are seriously 
threatening to beat Alberta to the big markets which 
are geographically “naturals ” for gas from the foot¬ 
hills province. 

As time goes on Alberta may find more and more 
gas, but less and less chance of a market in which to

2. In areas at extreme shortage 
coarse grains- that are otherwise 
suitable for seed and w.Jl germin¬ 
ate 50 per cent or better should 
be utilized. 7 

3. Mercurial treatments will 
greatly enhance germination of 
seed- Formalin will reduce germ¬ 
ination, psrticularly of weak seed. 

4. If necessary the Wheat Board 
Exchange Policy may bp utilized. 

Grain not suitable for seed may 
be exchanged, by paying the price 
spread, for higher grade grain. 

5. If seed is not obtainable local¬ 
ly or within trucking distance 
farmers should work through lUieir 
own organizations to obtain car¬ 
loads through community action. 

6. District Agriculturists and 
Municipal Field Supervisors should 
be consulted with regard to sourc¬ 
es of seed and marketts for seed.

Stubble Burning 
Is Bad Practice 


(MINT CllAtll) 


In spile of repeated pleadings to 
stop burning combine stubble and 
straw, this expensive and destruc¬ 
tive practice still continues. With 
utter disregard of the crying need 
of most of our soils for fibre, for 
protection from wind and water 
erosion, fanners in many districts 
continue to apply a match and 
shrug off the results with “It’s 
loo heavy a crop to handle any 
other way.”- . 

C. A. Cheshire. Agricultural En¬ 
gineer, Alberta DcfiarUnent of Ag¬ 
riculture, says that there are 
very few cases where this excuse 
is actually true. In most oases a 
well adjusted tiller with sharp 
b'ades. and possibly added weight, 
will handle the straw of even 
heavy*cereal crops. In the areas 
of the [vrovince where blades are 
used the straw presents very lit¬ 
tle diff.culty. Yet. even in those 
areas some burning is still prac¬ 
tised. This adds up to a very ex¬ 
pensive operation, warns Mr. 
Cheshire. Not only is valuable 
fibre lost, but the actual fertiliz¬ 
er equivalent of the straw burned 
is considerable. 

In the legume growing areas of 
the provnee sweet clover straw 
presents a problem—and again it 
is usually countered by fire. It is 
true that heavy sweet clover 
straw is difficult to handle. How¬ 
ever. there is now equipment on 
the market that will allow- this 
\aluable material to 'be incorpor¬ 
ated into the soil. The machines 
referred to are .the straw cutters 
designed to fit onto the rear of 
the combine. There are seveffcl 
makes sf straw cutters offered for 
sale out they all have one deair- 
able feature, namely that they 
will cut and spread the straw suf¬ 
ficiently to allow easy handling
